As to argument, Miloslavsky (U.S.Patent No. 6,259,774 Bl) discloses generation of a web page 
based on information retrieved about a caller (see col. 3, lines 1-40, the second site (server) can 
retrieve information on the first site (the caller) (which has previously been stored in a database 
in the second site.... The request include information related to a telephone number associated 
with the telephone in the first site. This telephone number is stored in a file in the second site. 

The file also contains other outbound telephone numbers Information about the first site 

(which has previously stored in the second site) is retrieved. The retrieved information on the 
first site and the information originated fi"om the server are delivered to a computer associated 
with the selected agent. As a result, the agent can obtain information about the first site and 
immediately display the same information aheady displayed on the computer in the first site, 
see col. 8, lines 50-67, col. 9, lines 20-27). 
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
